lire Christian world less than 24 hours 
ntter his election lo Ihc Ihrone of St. 
Peter, and shortly afer he had set 
his coronation for Sunday, March 12. 


Speaking five minutes in latin from 


the Sistine chapel, he expressed the 
hope ivnd appeal for "thai peace, sub- 
lime gift of heaven, which is desired 
by all honest souls, and which is the 
fruit of charity and justice." 


Thus, Pius the 12th, like his pred- 


ecessor Pius the llth, made peace Hie 
keystone of his policy.

Tho rate proposed by Louisiana-Ne- 


vada Transit company to the City of 
Hope, Mr. Joimson said, would reduce 
the municipally-owned Water & Light

With the expiration of the franchise 
the company increased the rate to 70 
or 75c, Mr. Johnson continued; and 
the consumers and city givcrnments 
of Hope, Prescott and other points a- 
long the line organized a long and 
costly battle. 
N. P. O'Neal and the 


late L, A. Foster were two members 
of the local committee authorized to 
carry on the fight. ' 


They hired a Little Rock law firm 


and went before the Arkansas Rail- 
road Commission, the rate authority 
of that day. 


The result was a compromise offer 


of 58c less 3c discount for payment 
by the 10th of the month— which of- 
fer was accepted by the consumers, 
and which is the rate charged today 
by Arkansas Louisiana Gas company. 


Ihe Hope municipal plant, however, 


has a special rale negotiated by special 
contract ending September 22, 1940,

had lost a considerable portion of the 
nose, the ear or any other part 6f the 
body to take such a portion frdm an* 
other human being and transplant it 
successfully. 


This would be ideal if it could be 


accomplished, but the human , body 
is so complex, the bloodd arid tissues 
of each human being differ so greatly 
frcftn 
1 those of other human beings, that 


apparently it is impossible for targe 
masses of tissues taken from one hu- 
man being to HVP In the body of an- 
other. 


However it is possible to repair a 


defect of the tissues of one humnn 
being with material token from his 
own body, 
or example, in certain 


cases in which a portion of the nose 
has been destroyed, a portion of skin 
may be taken from the thigh of from 
the neck or from the breast or some 
other portion of the body where there 
may be excessive skin and tissues and 
transplant in such a way as to repair 
the defect 


An instance is reported of a man 


who was bitten in the left ear in a 
street fight. A regular elongated piece 
was Wissing from the upper part of 
the left ear. After this wound-healed 
so that there was freedom from any 
possibility of infection, the excessive 
scar tissue was removed and the rag- 
ged edges of the skin were cut even- 
ly. 


Then excess tissue was taken from 


the ear itself and transplanted into the 
outer margin of the ear in such a way 
as:to completely occupy the area that 
had been lost. This resulted in suc- 
cesful healing. 


The modern plastic surgeon avails 


himself of the procedure that is called 
the traveling sfcin graft. Thus the 
tisue maintains its life as long as it is 
kept in contact witli the nerve supply 
and the bodpy supply.
